Resolved, 'That our ministers 
of the different states form as- 
sociations lor mutual benefit,and 
inaugurate a course of study 
alter the Chatauqua plan so that 
our ministers have an opportuni- 
ty to become better acquainted 
with our doctrine, and that a 
committee be elected by this 
Convention to carry outthe plan; 
and that the Chairman of this 
committee be elected by this 
body.' 

The resolution carried, and 
the Couvention elected the fol- 
lowing persons to constitute the 
committee: ' •

W. Beer, J. D. McFaden, H. R. 
Uolsinger, A. D. Gnagy 

The Chairman, Bro. Bashor 
is the one who introduced this 
resolution, and it was among the 
best things done at the Conven- 
tion, it it bad only been prompt- 
ly carried into effect. It ia not 
too late yet. Why not act upon, 
this important measure at once. 
It would do much to divert at- 
tention from tbe discussion of 
questions of trifling importance. 
The Convention has given this 
committee an opportunity to 
teach sound doctrine, which 
they have not improved. Who 
is to blame?
